For this purpose it should be applied very thoroughly at least % of 
an inch thick to all the points that the borers are likely to attack, and if so applied it will absolutely prevent 
the issuance of any of the insects then under the bark, and it will also prevent as absolutely the entrance 
of beetles for the purpose of making galleries and laying eggs. 

Properly applied it will remain sticky and efficient unaffected by temperature or rain for three months 
and longer
